Sothern, Edward Hugh. Julia Marlowe's 
story. Rinehart, $3.50. January 21. 
Having been informed that this biography of 
the noted Shakespearean actress was written 
by her equally distinguished husband, the 
reader may feel some confusion at being con- 
fronted with a first-person narrative, until 
it is realized that this is a gallant device for 
giving the lady top billing. The style is 
reminiscent of the classic dramas in which 
the couple appeared, and the romantic type 
of acting which they favored; its old- 
fashioned formality tends to be obfuscating, 
as though an audience had been invited to 
peruse old theatrical programs as a means of 
graciously diverting an intrusion on a great 
lady’s privacy. 


White, Elwyn Brooks. The second tree 
from the corner. Harper, $3. Tentative 
date January. 

A potpourri of essays, sketches, short stories, 
and light verse which first saw the light in 
such magazines as the New Yorker, Har- 
per’s, and the Atlantic Monthly. The writer 
applies his customary light touch to the 
scenes of his childhood, the fauna of New 
York City, and the trials of farming in 
Maine. Underneath his levity he responds, 
like most moderns, to the gravity of life in 
the atomic age. As this collection of recent 
pieces shows, he has not lost his talent for 
the exact word and the felicitous phrase.

Historical novel based on the career of an 
actual personage, the Norman knight Roussel 
de Balliol, a renowned leader of the Frankish 
mercenaries in the employ of the Byzantine 
emperors in the eleventh century. The fic- 
tional Roger fitzOdo, an interpreter in Messer 
Roussel’s service, relates the story of his 
lord’s rise and fall to a group of young 
knights about to depart for Asia Minor, de- 
scribing the customs, methods of warfare, and 
political traditions peculiar to that part of the 
world. Like this author’s Knight with armour 
(Bookuist 47:401, Jl 15 51) and succeeding 
novels, this tale of a remote time and place

Forbes, Esther. Rainbow on the road. 
Houghton, $3.75. Tentative date January. 
Against a background as bright and primi- 
tive as a Grandma Moses painting, this novel 
tells how Jude Rebough, portrait painter, 
and fourteen-year-old Eddy Creamer wan- 
dered through New England in the days 
when Ruby Lambkin, the highwayman, was 
terrorizing the countryside. Eddy, grown old 
and respectable out in Wichita, recalls how 
Jude’s resemblance to Ruby got him into 
trouble that year, when railroads and fac- 
tories were beginning to mar the landscape. 
The plot is leisurely and over-episodic; the 
cracker-barrel humor and wealth of period 


detail make the novel a treasury of New 
England folklore.

A series of stories which have appeared in 
magazines about Cress Delahanty’s adoles- 
cent years—twelve to sixteen—on a Califor- 
nia ranch. Because the author has so suc- 
cessfully captured the magic of youth in her 
delightful portrayal of an adolescent girl, 
Cress has been called the feminine counter- 
part of Penrod. Wonderfully entertaining 
reading for parents, teachers, or any adult 
who works with youth, and for many per- 
ceptive young people.

Two Midwest cities are the setting for a 
story with an it-can’t-happen-here theme. 
Green Prairie goes all out on its Civil De- 
fense program, but its next door neighbor, 
River City, scornfully takes the opposite 
view, mainly out of traditional rivalry. The 
related Conner and Williams families, one 
from each city, exemplify the outlook of their 
respective communities, and serve as object 
lessons of what happened on each side of 
the river the day enemy bombs actually fell 
on the Sister’ Cities. The horrifyingly real- 
istic picture of the atomic holocaust, and the 
scathing denunciations of public apathy and 
shortsightedness will not disappoint the 
author’s science fiction following nor readers 
of his polemic nonfiction.

In his foreword the author states that after 
the publication of his American freedom and 
Catholic power (Book.ist 46:77, N 1 49) an 
Irish Jesuit challenged him to examine the 
Irish republic as a model of a Catholic na- 
tion. This volume takes up the challenge, 
examining the economic and social life of 
both Eire and Protestant Northern Ireland, 
and finds a close correlation between clerical 
influence and the prevailing poverty in rural 
areas, the high percentage of emigration, and 
the abnormally low marriage and birth rates. 
Before dismissing this as an entirely biased 
work, the reader should compare the find- 
ings with those in the O’Brien compilation 
of Catholic opinions, also reviewed in this 
issue.

The author 
details the rise of fascism, which catapulted 
Italy into the Second World War on the side 
of the wrong ally; he then clears up the con- 
fused picture of postwar Italian politics, 
throwing his support behind the De Gasperi 
government. He suggests that the U.S. will 
alleviate Italian unrest if it will lower its 
tariffs, permit temporary Italian immigra- 
tion, and support the land reform program.

parties to turn every problem, no matter how 
technical, into an ideological dispute or a 
moral issue.

Recognizing the similari- 
ties between American Indian rituals and 
those of other primitive people, he attributes 
those similarities rather to a like tendency 
among human cultures to express symbolically 
their philosophy of life than to early contacts 
with other civilizations. Completed, but un- 
published at the time of the author’s death, 
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the book is now edited by his son who be- 
lieves in the continuing validity of the philo- 
sophical concepts expressed, in spite of the 
recent appearance of conflicting anthropolog- 
ical hypotheses.

At the ballet and in the theater he 
became aware of a dynamic creativity that 
may some day throw off oppression. Although 
this report is repetitious and overlong, it 
vividly communicates the drabness of Rus- 
sian life, and the monotony of the Russian 
landscape.
